Undecided on 1972 Run 
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Wallace Counsels 
3d-Party Delegates 


MEMPHIS Tenn. Nov. 15 
(AP)— A two-day national con- 
vention staged by the Ameri- 
can Party and pulling dele- 
gates from 42 states ended here 
Saturday night with a talk by 
third-party leader George Wal- 
lace. 

The party had sought to 
black out all news coverage on 
the convention, held at a 
motel in the city. 

“The party is in a state of 
reorganization and some dele- 
gates feel publicity could do 
no good,” said Wallace, the 
party's 1968 presidential candi- 
date after the meeting. 

Plainclothes Alabama State 
Police officers attempted to 


,bar reporters from attending 
the Wallace talk, but Wallace, 
the former governor and gov- 
ernor-elect of Alabama, al- 
lowed the newsmen in. 

The delegates refused to dis- 
cuss what action was taken 
during the two-day meeting 
and Wallace said most of his 
remarks were not for publica- 
tion. 

He told the 300 persons 
present that he had made no 
decision on whether to seek 
the presidency again in 1972. 

“Whether I run for , Presi- 
dent in 1972 or not, having 
been elected governor of Ala- 
bama I am in a position to 
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keep an eye on the administra- 
tion,” he said. 

He stressed that the party 
should take up issues “people 
understand” and cited the 
state of the economy as a 
probable major issue in 1972.
